IN THE SPECIFICATION 

Replace the paragraph appearing at page 1, line 28, 
to page 2, line 5, with the following: 


£J J --A problem arises in that the trailing edge 12A 
of the picked sheet is unconstrained after leaving 
the pick roller. Because of the stresses applied to 
the picked sheet in the print zone, the unconstrained 
shape of the sheet after leaving the pick roller is 
significantly rotated about the forward pinch 
roller 16. This is illustrated in FIG. 1, in which 
the constrained state prior to leaving the pick 
roller 10 and pinch roller 13 is indicated as sheet 
12 with trailing edge 12A, and the unconstrained state 
is indicated as sheet 12' with trailing edge 12A».
